Population 

The  Registrar  &eneral's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  10,900  which  represents  an  increase  o£  120  over  that  of  the  previous 
year* 

Live  Births  and  Rate 


The  number  ^f  live-births  was  170  an  increase  of  25  over  that  of  the 
previous  year  and  the  crude  birthrate  was  accordingly  15«60  which,  after 
adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General*  s Comparability  Factor,  which  is 
computed  from  a population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts,  becomes  17*32;  this  rate 
was  slightly  lower  than  that  of  18*1  for  England  and  Wales* 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  5 (3M*  2F*)  and  the 
still-birth  rate  was  accordingly  28*57  which  was  higher  than  that  of 
18*1  for  England  and  Wales* 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

The  nximber  of  infant  deaths  was  3 (2M*  IF*)  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  accordingly  17*65  and  compares  favourably  with  that  of  21* if  for 
England  and  V/ales* 

The  causes  of  death  were:- 

1.  Congenital  Leukaemia  - 9 days 

2.  Asphyxia  pallida  ) 

Post  maturity  ) - 10  minutes 

3*  Prematurity  - 2 hours 

(The  above  figxires  are  however  too  small  for  valid  comparative  rates)* 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i*e*  stillbirths 
and  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  Prematurity,  Asphyxia  and  Atoleotasis, 
Birth  Injuries  and  Congenital  Malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal 
factor  is  Toxaemia  or  Pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Rate 


This  rate  was  again  nil  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion* 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  fi*om  all  causes  was  123  ( 69  M*  54  F*)  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  11*38#  which,  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General*  s Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  is  reduced  to 
9«14  and  was  lower  than  that  of  11*9  for  England  and  Wales. 
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The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths,  as  v/ould  naturally  be  expected, 
was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  these  there  were  66* 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  caused  17  (13  A-  F»)  or 

27%  of  those  deathSf  The  number  of  deaths  were  in  the  following  age  groups: - 
1 in  the  41-50  group;  2 in  the  51-^0  group;  7 in  the  61-70  group;  6 in  the 
71-80cgroup  and  1 in  the  81-90  group*  The  highest  number  was  in  the  61-80 
age  groups  which  v;ould  indicate  that  degenerative  processes  are  a more 
imi)Oi*tant  factor  than  any  other. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause  of 
deaths  of  which  there  were  23*  Complete  cure  could  be  effected  if  a diagnosis 
were  established  reasonably  early  but  the  majority,  particularly  the  elderly, 
delay  in  seeking  medical  advice,  having  regard,  hov/ever,  to  the  insidious 
nature  of  the  disease. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  6 deaths,  all  males,  and  the  ages  at  death 
were  53 f 56,  58,  81 , 65  and  77  years.  The  mortality  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung 
is  higher  than  from  most  other  forms  of  Cancer  due  to  the  insidious  onset  of 
the  disease  and  relative  inaccessibility  to  surgery  and  radiological  treatment. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  incidence. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  whs  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  fact,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  v^as  minimal 
throughout  the  year.  None  of  the  more  serious  infections  such  as  Poliomyelitis 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Meningococcal  infections  etc. , occurred,  and 
with  regard  to  the  former  two  is  an  index  of  the  effectiveness  of  preventive 
vaccination  and  immunisation. 

Measles 


This  was  a non-epidemic  year,  only  one  case  having  been  notified.  Out- 
breaks occur,  usually  every  second  year,  when  a sufficient  number  of  susceptible 
children  has  accumulated.  Its  more  serious  complications,  namely.  Broncho- 
pneumonia, Acute  Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Encephalitis  are  now  comparatively  rare 
and  the  first  two  usually  respond  successfully  to  treatment  with  the  Sulpha 
druQs  or  i^tibiotics. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  7 cases  were  notified  which  is,  in  all  probability,  due  to  the 
barrier  that  has  been  created  by  preventive  vaccination.  If  this  distressing 
and  dangerous  disease  is  eventually  eliminated^  this  will  represent  another 
notable  triumph  for  medical  science. 

Scartet  Fever 

Only  one  sporadic  case  was  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this  infection 
is  mild  compared  to  former  years,  and  its  serious  complications,  namely. 

Acute  suppurative  Otitis  Media,  Carditis  and  Acute  Nephritis  are  relatively 
rare,  although  the  latter  may  occur  unexpectedly  during  an  outbreak.  The 
great  majority  are  now  treated  at  home,  luiless  a serious  complication  occurs  or 
social,  reasons  render  it  desirable  to  admit  to  Hospital. 

Erysipelas 

One  case  was  notified,  the  causal  organism  being  the  same  as  that  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  Sulpha  drugs  in  193^,  this 
disease  caused  many  deaths  but  treatment  with  these  drugs  and  the  antibiotics 
is  invariably  specific. 
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Shigella  sonnei  Dysentery 

One  case  of  this  bowel  infection  was  notified*  This  is  commonly 
a mild  disease  vdth  diarrhoea,  with  or  without  blood,  and  it  is  probable 
that  many  patients  are  not  ill  enough  to  consult  their  Practitioner; 
consequently  there  are  many  convalescent  or  chronic  carriers*  Occasionally 
outbreaks  occur  in  Schools  particularly  in  the  infant  classes,  where  the 
disease  n?s,y  caus  much  inconvenience* 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

One  case  of  this  illness  was  notified*  Including  the  secondary 
Fheumonias  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  10  deaths,  the  majority 
being  a terminal  illness  amongst  the  aged. 

Tuberculosis 

Two  new  oases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  both  in  the 
55-64  age  gioup.  The  majority  of  new  cases  are  now  in  the  older  age 
group,  many  of  whom  were  probably  latent  cases  over  a number  of  years. 

It  is  gratifying  that  very  few  cases  occur  in  the  adolescent  age  group 
which  prior  to  1950  usually  contained  the  highest  nximber  of  notifications*

In  conclusion,  I would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I would  vd-sh  to  take  this 
opportunity  ot  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department
